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Minutes  of 

PYM  Executive  Committee 


PYM’s  Executive  Committee  met  on  Saturday, 
March  2,  1974  in  San  Francisco  at  the  San 
Francisco  Meetinghouse.  At  least  thirty-three 
Friends  from  throughout  the  Yearly  Meeting 
gathered  to  make  and  hear  reports  of  activities 
concerning  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Plans  for  PYM,  to 
be  held  again  this  year  at  Saint  Mary’s  College  in 
Moraga,  were  presented  and  discussed,  with 
Friends  sharing  lunch  together.  The  luncheon  meal 
was  provided  by  members  of  San  Francisco 
Meeting,  as  was  the  largest  share  of  sleeping 
hospitality.  The  following  Minutes  were  presented 
for  approval  of  the  Committee  by  various  other 
Committees  and  Subcommittees  of  PYM: 

1974.ExC.l.  Restructuring  of  the  Bulletin 
Committee.  “The  Bulletin  Committee  shall  consist 
of  nine  members;  six  from  the  geographic  areas 
served  and  three  from  the  immediate  area  of  the 
Editor.  The  Committee  shall  make  policy  and 
solve  problems  as  specified  in  Faith  and  Practice. 
Members  shall  be  Friends,  active  in  Meetings,  able 
to  encourage  contributions,  themselves  to  serve  as 
correspondents  and  contributors.  Terms  shall  be 
three  years,  overlapping,  with  three  appointments 
to  be  made  each  year.  The  three  members  in  close 
proximity  to  the  Editor  will  in  addition  serve  as 
working  members  to  assist  the  Editor  in 
production  of  the  Bulletin.  Tentatively  Approved, 
pending  further  proposals  from  Nominating 
Committee  on  structure  of  the  Committee. 

1974.ExC.2.  (Regarding  whether  PYM  should 
continue  to  send  a representative  to  FCNL)  Wait 
for  a report  from  the  present  FCNL  representative, 
and  refer  to  Nominating  Committee  its 
recommendation  for  two  representatives  with 
two-year  overlapping  terms.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.3.  We  will  have  two  Recording 
Clerks  for  PYM,  beginning  this  year,  1974.  Each 
will  record  alternate  sessions.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.4.  Anna  James  will  serve  as  PYM 
Representative  to  Friends  World  Committee,  to 
replace  Margaret  Jump,  who  resigned.  Approved. 


1974.ExC.5.  Pat  Brown  will  serve  as  Clerk  of 
the  Committee  on  Junior  Yearly  Meeting. 
Approved. 

1974.ExC.6.  The  Historian-Archivist  will  serve 
ex  officio  on  the  Discipline  Commiiiee.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.7.  PYM  will  underwrite  the  publica- 
tion of  “At  Time  of  Death”,  printing  of  which  will 
cost  around  $600  for  1,000  copies  in  a format 
similar  to  Faith  and  Practice.  (The  booklet  has 
been  prepared  over  the  last  two  years  by  members 
of  M&O,  and  was  edited  and  compiled  by  Margaret 
Brooks  during  the  past  year.)  This  action  is  not  a 
precedent  for  further  publications.  M&O  is 
encouraged  to  continue  the  readying  of  the  paper 
on  homosexuality  and  may  investigate  Pendle  Hill 
and  other  avenues  for  possible  publication  of  that 
and  other  papers.  There  is  a moratorium  on 
further  PYM  publications  until  the  general  session 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  a PYM 
publication  policy.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.8.  Creation  of  sharing  groups  which 
are  open  (only)  to  those  to  whom  they  are 
addressed.  This  is  a new  departure  for  us,  and  it 
will  require  education  in  Yearly  Meeting  by  M&O 
and  by  all  of  Executive  Committee  as  it  has 
required  education  of  members  of  these 
committees.  M&O  and  YM  will  evaluate  what  is 
now  a recognized  part  of  our  life  in  Yearly 
Meeting.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.9.  M&O  recommended  PYM’s  en- 
dorsement of  the  Theology  Conference  to  be  held 
at  John  Woolman  School  in  the  summer  of  1974 
and  a request  for  up  to  $350  for  resource 
leadership.  Not  Approved. 

1974.ExC.10.  M&O  requested  an  additional 
$100  for  the  budget  of  the  committee.  Approver/. 

1974.ExC.ll.  A request  from  M&O'  in 
response  to  an  explanatory  approach  from  Friends 
General  Conference  to  consider  hosting  FGC  here 
on  the  West  Coast.  (M&O  brouglit  no 

recommendation  on  this  request.)  Not  Approved.

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1974.ExC.12.  M&O  should  refer  the  subject 
of  nude  swimming  to  the  Agenda  Review 
Committee.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.13.  M&O  requested  the  establish- 
ment of  a Subcommittee  (Ad  Hoc)  on  the  issues, 
concerns  and  ministry  of  women’s  sharing,  with 
Subcommittee  members  and  convenors  to  be 
appointed  by  Nominating  Committee.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.14.  M&O  requested  that  room  and 
board  at  PYM  be  provided  for  Robert  and 
Margaret  Blood  who  v\^l  serve  as  resource  persons 
at  PYM,  although  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  is 
pointing  in  the  direction  of  subsidizing  leaders. 
Approved. 

1974.ExC.15.  The  Executive  Committee  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends  urges  that  the  House  of  Representatives 
immediately  initiate  impeachment  proceedings 
against  President  Nixon,  which  will  not  prejudge 
his  guilt,  but  will  allow  a fair  and  full  trial  by  the 
Senate.  For  the  sake  of  our  people,  our  system  of 
government,  and  for  the  Residency  itself,  the 
myriad  charges  which  have  arisen  must  be  fully 
and  legally  resolved  in  the  light  of  truth. 
Approved. 

1974.ExC.16.  A proposed  PYM  Junior  High 
hike,  suggested  by  the  Schools  Committee,  was 
referred  for  exploration  by  the  Education 
Committee.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.17.  It  was  approved  to  recommend 
to  Yearly  Meeting  the  establishment  of  trusts  to 
which  people  may  donate  at  the  request  of 
monthly  meetings  with  provisions  for  life  income 
to  the  donor,  such  trusts  to  be  administered  by 
PYM  Holding  Corporation.  This  was  per  the 
request  dehvered  to  Executive  Committee  by  the 
Holding  Corporation.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.18.  Executive  Committee  approved 
the  Agenda  Review  Committee  as  a standing  ex 
officio  committee  consisting  of:  Assistant  Clerk 
(who  clerks  this  committee).  Clerk,  and  the  Clerks 
of  M&O,  Young  Friends,  and  Junior  Yearly 
Meeting.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.19.  It  was  approved  that  Robert 
Young  and  Frank  Burnham  negotiate  the  contract 
for  PYM  facilities  with  St.  Mary’s  further,  with  the 
Clerk  of  PYM  signing  upon  their  advice.  Approved. 
(This  action  was  recommended  by  the  Registrars 
due  to  a need  for  clearer  understandings  about 
camping,  the  Brick  Pile,  and  other  facilities.) 

1974.ExC.20.  Executive  Committee  approved 
raising  the  PYM  costs-to-attenders  schedule  not 
more  than  10%  above  last  year’s  schedule.  This 
will  make  it  $12  per  day  for  dormitory  and  meals 
for  individuals,  $27.50  for  meals  only  for  five 
Approved. 


1974.ExC.21.  The  line  for  Monthly  Meeting 
Clerks’  signatures  will  remain  on  the  PYM 
registration  forms,  above  which  will  be  a short 
statement  prepared  by  the  Clerk  of  YM  and  the 
Registrar  signifying  what  the  signature  is  for,  and 
the  forms  will  be  accompanied  by  a letter 
explaining  that  Meetings  can  designate  responsible 
persons  other  than  the  Clerk  to  sign.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.22.  The  Agenda  Review  Committee 
will  review  all  and  schedule  some  reques+s  for 
Interest  and  Sharing  Groups  received  by  the 
evening  of  the  first  day  of  YM  (Tuesday  this  year). 
Any  requests  received  after  that  time  v^l  be  called 
simply  “meetings  on  subjects”  and  will  not  be 
scheduled  at  interest  group  and  sharing  group 
times;  they  may  be  scheduled  at  any  other  time. 
Legitimate  requests  arise  through  Monthly 
Meetings,  Committee  Meetings,  Meetings  at  YM 
including  plenary  sessions.  A Form  will  be 
prepared  which  will  ask  for  information  as  to 
leadership,  scope  of  subject,  equipment  needs,  etc. 
Each  group  will  be  asked  to  prepare  a half-page 
summary  of  Minutes,  to  be  included  with  YM 
Minutes,  and  which  may  be  published  in  the 
Bulletin.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.23.  A proposed  project  to  prepare  a 
YM  Directory  of  members  of  aU  Monthly  Meetings 
was  referred  to  the  following  ad  hoc  committee: 
Robert  Vogel,  Betty  Draper,  Barbara  Perry,  and 
either  Frances  Woodson  or  Charles  Swift. 
Approved. 

1974.ExC.24.  The  Women’s  Subcommittee 
(see  1974.Exc.l3)  will  have  co-convenors  Billie 
Hamilton  and  Sue  Brune  (if  the  latter  agrees). 
Approved. 

1974.ExC.25.  The  Social  Order  Committee 
shall  consist  of  9 members-at-large  appointed  for 
three-year  overlapping  terms  (three  each  year). 
Approved. 

1974.ExC.26.  An  ad  hoc  committee  of  four 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  named  convenor, 
shall  be  named  by  Executive  Committee  in  March 
to  serve  as  the  Committee  to  name  the  Nominating 
Committee,  and  also  the  Clerk,  who  shall  be  one 
of  those  serving  her/his  second  year,  which 
recommendations  shall  be  made  to  Representative 
Committee  no  later  than  its  third  session  at  YM. 
The  Representative  Committee  is  to  recommend 
the  names  which  it  approves  to  plenary  session  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.27.  The  following  names  were 
approved  to  this  ad  hoc  committee  for  this  year: 
Peggy  Spear,  convenor,  Sandra  Farley,  ElUe 
Foster,  Ed  Janoe;  alternates,  in  order:  John  Salyer, 
Ken  Morgan.  Approved. 

1974.ExC.28.  We  will  send  Ed  Sanders  as  our 
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Willamette  Quarter 

Over  sixty  people  from  the  four  Meetings  of  the 
Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  gathered  at  the 
Multnomah  Meetinghouse  on  Saturday,  February 
2,  1974,  for  Worship,  Business,  group  sessions  and 
a shared  meal  in  the  evening.  The  evening  ended 
with  a delightful  informative  report  by  Mildred 
Kane  on  her  AFSC  two-year  appointment  as  a 
co-supervisor  of  day  care  centers  in  the  Gaza  Strip. 
We  were  happy  to  have  Jim  and  Caroline  Estes  and 
five  of  the  young  people  living  with  them  at  Alpha 
Farm  with  us. 

Reports  from  Meetings  included:  Search  and 
Discovery  weekend  retreat,  planned  by  M&O  of 
Quarterly  Meeting  and  held  at  Tilikum  near 
Newberg  termed  a fruitful  experience  for  the  16 
attenders-so  much  so  that  more  such  should  be 
planned  . . .

Impeachment  Minute 

Delta  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society 
of  Friends  (Quakers),  which  includes  members 
living  in  the  Modesto-Stockton-Tracy  area  and 
three  foothUl  towns,  asks  its  elected  representa- 
tives in  Congress  to  expedite  the  process  of 
impeachment  of  Richard  M.  Nixon.  He  himself  has 
said  that  he  is  ultimately  responsible  for  the  acts 
of  his  administration  and  it  is  time  he  was  held 
accountable.  Public  morality  in  the  federal 
government  is  a sine  qua  non  of  our  democratic 
system.  But  truth  and  integrity  have  been  betrayed 
for  the  sake  of  the  personal  power  of  one  man. 
The  increasing  loss  of  trust  in  the  processes  of 
government  has  induced  a public  mood  of 
Sienation  and  almost  of  hopelessness.  We  urge  a 
speedy  and  full  inquiry  in  order  to  restore  truth 
and  to  serve  the  public  interest. 
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The  Registration  Form  again  this  year  is  designed  to  be  separated  from  the  Bulletin  so 
that  the  instructions  and  information  about  this  year’s  PYM  is  left  for  reference. 

School  Grade , age,  and  sex  are  solicited  so  that  statistical  reports  may  be  prepared, 
and  so  that  a variety  in  assignment  of  attenders  to  Early  Morning  Programs  may  be 
attained.  This  information  is  also  used  in  the  selection  of  room-mates  for  those 
sharing  a room  with  a non-family  member.  Your  indulgence  in  providing  this  information 
is  earnestly  solicted.  It  is  also  used  for  placement  of  young  attenders  in  an  approp- 
riate youth  program. 

Early  Morning  Programs  meet  from  8:30  A.  M.  to  9:45  A.  M.  daily.  Worship  Fellowship 
Groups  combine  discussion  with  silent  worship.  Unprogrammed  Worship  is  a daily  silent 
meeting.  Junior  High  Dialog  is  designed  for  students  who  will  be  in  grades  7 through  9 
in  September  1974.  Junior  High  students  may  sign  up  for  other  Early  Morning  Programs, 
but  other  age  groups  may  not  attend  Junior  High  Dialog  except  as  a group  leader.  It  is 
important  that  you  indicate  your  preference  of  a group  when  you  send  in  your  registra- 
tion so  that  the  groups  may  be  made  up  before  your  arrival  at  Yearly  Meeting. 

Youth  Program  Assignments  are  made  on  the  basis  of  school  grade  in  September  1974.  All 
students  registering  will  be  placed  in  a program  appropriate  to  that  grade  unless  the 
parent  indicates  an  exception  in  the  place  provided  on  the  Registration  Form.  Those 
below  the  sixth  grade  will  be  placed  in  a children's  programj  those  in  grades  6 thru  9 
will  be  placed  in  a Junior  High  Program;  those  in  grades  9 thru  12  will  be  placed  in  the 
High  School  Program;  and  those  under  the  first  grade  will  be  place  in  childcare.  Please 
note  that  s student  entering  the  ninth  grade  may  choose  between  the  Junior  High  Program 
and  the  High  School  Program.  Place  a check  mark  in  the  column  selecting  the  program 
which  you  desire  your  child  to  be  in.  In  the  event  that  no  selection  is  made,  the 
student  will  be  placed  in  the  Junior  High  Program. 

Pysical  Accomodations  are  identical  to  prior  years  at  Saint  Mary 's' College.  Dormitory 
rooms  and  camping  will  be  available.  All  dormitories  except  Justin  and  Mitty  have 
room  combinations  with  coramecting  bath.  Most  rooms  have  two  beds  in  them,  a few  have 
more,  and  there  are  a few  single  bed  rooms.  Camping  will  be  in  three  areas:  those 

with  small  children  will  be  located  in  the  area  between  Mitty,  Justin,  and  Aquinas; 
those  with  camper  units  or  trailers  will  be  on  the  hardstaiid  above  Beckett;  all  others 
may  camp  in  the  trees  north  of  Justin  Hall.  Blankets  will  be  provided  for  those  in 
dormitory  rooms  as  well  as  sheets,  pillow  casea  and  towels.  It  is  recommeded  that  you 
avail  yourselves  of  theses  services  rather  than  bringing  your  own  bed  linens. 

The  High  School  Dormitory  will  be  the  ground  floor  of  Justin  Hall.  Dorm  monitors  will 
be  assigned  to  the  High  School  Dorm  on  the  basis  of  one  monitor  for  every  ten  high 
school  dorm  registrants.  Only  those  who  will  be  in  grades  10  thru  12  in  September  may 
elect  assignment  of  rooms  in  the  High  School  Dormitory. 

Meals  will  be  provided  by  SAGA  Food  Service  and  served  in  the  College  Dining  Commons. 
Arrangements  have  been  worked  out  with  the  SAGA  manager  so  that  those  who  are  not  buy- 
ing meals  may  bring  their  own  food  into  the  dining  hall  for  fellowship  with  friends 
for  the  noon  meal  only.  The  same  food  manager  as  last  year  is  with  SAGA,  and  assures 
us  that  vegetarian  meals  will  be  provided.  The  full  increase  in  food  costs  is  not 
reflected  in  the  slight  change  to  meal  costs  this  year.  There  may  be  fewer  entres 
at  noon  and  evening  meals  to  balance  unpredictable  food  costs  to  SAGA  in  order  for  him 
to  provide  economical  dining  for  us.  The  most  economical  way  to  purchase  meals  is  the 
full  four  or  five-day  meal  packet. 


charges  are  based  on  either  the  5-day  period  beginning  with  supper  on  August  12  through 
lunch  August  17;  or  for  the  4-day  period  beginning  with  supper  on  August  13  and  ending 
with  lunch  on  August  17,  1974.  Charges  consist  of  registration  fee,  and  either  camping 
or  room  and  board  charges . 

Registration  Fee  is  $1.00  for  children  age  four  thru  grade  2.  All  others^  ^cept  Junior 
Friends,  will  be  charged  a $3.00  registration  fee.  Junior  Friends  Meeting  has  requested  « 
an  additional  $5.00  fee  be  requested  from  Junior  Friends.  This  fee  will  be  used  to  help  | 
with  the  costs  of  the  Junior  Friends  Program.  It  is  requested  that  this  be  mailed  in 
when  you  send  the  Registration  Form.  If  a Junior  Friend  cannot  afford  this  fee,  only  thei 
$3.00  registration  fee  will  be  assessed.  Please  indicate  to  the  registrar  if  you  cannot  ^ 
pay  this  voluntary  fee.  No  fees  of  any  kind  will  be  charged  children  under  age  four. 

Camping  Charges  reflect  an  increased  charge  by  Saint  Mary’s  College  for  use  of  the 
facilities.  The  fees  this  year  will  be  $6.00  per  person  to  a maximum  of  $25.00  per 
family  group  regardless  of  length  of  stay.  Campers  may  not  arrive  earlier  than  August 
12  and  may  not  remain  after  August  17.  i 

Room  and  Board  for  registrants  attending  for  five  days  is  $55.00  for  children  age  four 
through  12,  and  $60.00  for  all  althers  to  a family  masimum  of  $275.00.  For  those 
attending  for  four  days  the  rate  is  $44.00  for  children  age  four  through  age  12,  and 
$48.00  for  all  other  to  a family  maximum  of  $220.00.  Sponsored  Junior  Friends  may  not 
be  counted  as  a part  of  the  family  maximum.  Registration  fees  are  additional  and  are 

not  included  when  computing  the  family  maximum.  Rates  reflect  a ten  per-cent  increase 

over  last  year. 

Campers  and  Day  Attenders  may  purchase  mea^  for  the  entire  period  at  the  rate  of  $27.50 
for  five  days  and  $22.00  for  four  days.  A day  attender  is  an  individual  who  does  not 
stay  at  the  College  overnight,  but  commutes  daily  to  Yearly  Meeting.  Individual  meals 
may  be  purchased  in  advance  at  the  following  rates:-  Breakfast  - $1.65,  Lunch  - $2.20 

and  Supper  - $3.30.  Day  Attenders  are  required  to  register  in  advance  as  are  other 

attenders . 

Pets  of  any  kind  will  not  be  permitted  on  the  College  campus.  If  your  plans  make  it 
necessary  to  bring  a pet  to  PYM,  so  indicate  on  the  Registration  Form,  and  arrangements 
will  be  made  at  a local  boarding  kennel  for  your  pet,  at  your  expense. 

— hledioal  Release  is  required  for  every  attender  under  age  18  not  accompanied  by  a 
parent  or  legal  guardian.  A form  is  available  from  the  clerks  of  monthly  meetings 
and  should  accompany  the  registration. 

Start  Filling  Out  The  Registration  Form  on  the  side  with  the  PYM  heading.  Provide  the 
name  and  mailing  address  of  someone  in  the  group  who  will  receive  mail  for  the  family 
or  group.  Provide  an  emergency  address  and  telephone  number  which  will  be  used  only  in 
the  event  of  a serious  illness  of  accident  during  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

Under  travel  and  transportation  tell  us  when  you  will  arrive  and  leave,  and  how  you 
plan  to  travel.  If  you  need  to  be  met  at  a transportation  terminal  fill  in  the  space, 
or  attache  separate  details.  Tell  us  what  you  want  in  the  way  of  meals  even  though  it 
would  appear  to  be  clear  on  the  other  side  of  the  form.  There  are  two  places  in  which 
you  may  volunteer  to  help;  in  one',  of  the  spaces  under  VOLUNTEER  SERVICES  of  in  the  | 

COOPERATIVE  NURSERY  block.  If  you  are  contributing  to  the  Nursery,  write  the  amount  in  I 
that  block.  We  have  tried  to  anticipate  you  special  needs,  but  have  also  left  two  blank 
lines  for  additional  thoughts,  such  as  volunteering  for  High  School  Dorm  Monitor. 

Complete  the  reverse  side  of  the  Registration  From  even  though  there  is  some  duplica- 
tion from  the  front  side.  Please  provide  ages  and  sex  so  that  we  may  better  serve  you. 
When  completed,  give  the  form  and  your  check  to  the  Clerk  of  your  meeting. 

A Deposit  equal  to  the  registration  fee  for  each  registrant  is  expected  with  each 
Registration  Form  received.  Junior  Friends  fees  should  also  be  added.  As  soon  as  the 
Form  is  received,  charges  will  be  firgured,  and  a confirming  assessment  sheet  sent  to 
you.  This  will  let  you  know  that  we  have  your  registration,  understand  what  you  want, 
and  tell  you  the  amount  expected  upon  final  registration.

Friendly  Women 


On  February  8,  9,  and  10,  fifty-five  women 
from  ages  18  to  76  gathered  at  Ben  Lomond  in  a 
spirit  of  love,  gentleness,  and  caring  to  share  deep 
personal  concerns  both  in  large  groups  and  in  small 
groups.  This  retreat  was  requested  by  the  women 
who  attended  women’s  sharing  sessions  last 
summer  during  PYM.  The  summer  sharing  sessions 
involved  approximately  60  participants.  Women 
then  volunteered  to  coordinate  midwinter  retreats 
both  in  Northern  and  Southern  California. 

Grace  Lou  Oasinach  secured  Ben  Lomond  for 
the  Northern  retreat  and  took  major  responsibility 
for  food  and  registration  arrangements.  Other 
women  took  responsibility  for  informing  Meetings 
and  individuals.  All  Meetings  in  PYM  were  notified 
of  this  retreat. 

Topics  for  small  group  meetings  arose  from  the 
total  group  at  the  first  large  meeting  Friday 
evening.  There  was  some  concern  and  confusion 


on  how  “tight”  or  “loose”  the  structure  should  be, 
but  by  the  end  of  the  retreat  calm  prevailed.  Small 
group  topics  included  women’s  poetry  and 
literature,  mother-daughter/mother-son  relation- 
ships, changing  sexuality,  older  women— joys  and 
sorrows,  success  in  living,  liberating  the  family 
unit.  Other  suggestions  for  another  time  included 
matriarchy,  commitment  to  relationships,  use  of 
time— mother/work/self,  women’s  religion,  mas- 
sage. In  addition,  women  formed  a volleyball 
team,  danced  and  sang,  and  joined  in  a work 
project.  All  joined  in  three  separate  Meetings  for 
Worship— the  last  being  a truly  gathered  Meeting. 

The  experience  of  being  together  was  so 
rewarding  that  another  retreat  is  already  being 
planned  for  the  last  part  of  June.  A full  week  has 
been  reserved  at  Ben  Lomond.

Women  *s  Subcommittee 
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Taxes  and  Giving 


Each  year  we  are  faced  with  the  inescapable 
task  of  whether  to  file  an  income  tax  form  or  not. 
The  President  has  certainly  given  the  world  a 
demonstration  about  paying  taxes  and  about  the 
merit  of  giving,  an  attitude  which  is  not  wholly 
admirable.  Each  year  it  becomes  more  imperative 
to  ask  ourselves  why  we  comply  with  the  tax  laws. 
What  is  reflected  from  our  computations  of  Form 
1040? 

perhaps  there  is  agreement  that  there  are 
very  few  untainted  sources  of  income.  For  whom 
do  we  work?  What  work  do  we  perform?  Is  it 
needed?  Is  it  useful?  Does  this  work  expand 
horizons?  The  job,  does  it  make  you  less  afraid? 
Are  you  released  by  this  effort;  does  it  release 
others  or  confine  them? 

Second- we  give  of  our  surplus.  Now  that  you 
have  an  income:  What  becomes  of  it?  How  do  you 
live?  What  are  your  expectations:  Necessities, 
indulgences,  luxuries?  Who  sets  your  way  of  life? 
You,  or  the  media?  Is  it  really  necessary  to  spend 
$2,000  or  $5,000  per  year  to  send  a child  to 
college?  Who  reaps  the  benefits,  parent  or  child?  Is 
it,  perhaps,  time  to  allow  the  young  to  be 
educated  without  this  burden  of  giving  which  has 
within  certain  self-destructive  mechanisms:  expec- 
tations? 

There  was  a time  when  people  tithed  to  their 
church  when  religion  was  an  important  part  of 
daily  life.  Today  few  claims  are  made  for  the 
church  which  is  most  prominent  in  blessing  or 
condoning  the  massive  violence  of  our  society: 
WW II,  Korea,  Southeast  Asia.  Now,  when  the 
church  is  form  without  social  content,  structure 
without  life,  rigidity  without  love,  what  do  we  do 
for  our  giving? 

Third— we  have  the  expectation  of  gain  from 
giving.  What  happens  to  the  income  left  after  the 
withholding  of  taxes  for  governmental  violence? 
Do  you  give  (donate)  as  much  as  you  pay  by 
federal  fiat?  Are  the  gifts  dependent  upon  tax 
deductibility?  Do  you  give  as  much  where  there  is 
no  tax  advantage?  Do  you  give  directly  to  people 
with  no  strings  attached? 

Taxes  are  used  to  kill  people.  Is  the 
federal  state  more  concerned  with  life  giving  or 
death  dealing?  Because  your  resources  can  be 
levied,  does  it  matter  whether  you  voluntarily  pay 
your  taxes  to  the  state?  Does  rendering  unto 
Caesar  relieve  the  individual  from  personal 
responsibility  for  the  uses  of  tax  money?  There  are 
jobs  with  withholding  and  self-employment;  does 
it  make  any  difference  how  long  we  hold  onto  our 
income? 


Fz/it/z- peace  comes  with  giving  aU.  Will  peace 
come  by  continuing  acceptance  of  taxes  for 
killing?  Is  it  more  likely  to  come  when  we  begin 
the  process  of  being  liberated  from  self  and 
becoming  less  dependent  upon  governmental 
functions?  Is  there  need  to  resist  taxes?  For 
torturing  of  prisoners,  for  the  wars  over  the  world, 
for  the  budding  of  1984  information  storage 
banks,  for  supplying  our  present  energy  “needs” 
by  nuclear  reactors  with  their  explosive  radioactive 
potential  which  may  be  at  the  expense  of  our 
children’s  children,  and  for  the  estabUshment  in 
California  of  a violence  center  to  change  the 
behavior  of  violent  individuals:  chemically, 

surgically,  or  by  behavior  modification? 

What  are  we  giving  our  lives  for?  It  is  always 
our  choice.  Don’t  blame  the  administration  which 
gives  us  exactly  that  for  which  we  pay.
